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McLaughlin Proposes Largest 
City Tax Increase in 40 Years 


City Manager Michael 
McLaughlin cannot have been 
looking forward to presenting his 
proposed Fiscal Year 2006 budget 
to the citizenry at the March 28 
city council meeting. His pro- 
posed 6-cent hike in the city’s 
property tax, if approved by 
council, would be the largest 
such increase since at least 1964 
and possibly in the city’s history. 
This occurs despite a substantial 
increase in the city’s tax base for 
real property. 

He has concluded, McLaugh- 
lin told those present, that the 
problem is structural. The city’s 
costs, he said, will continue to 
grow faster than the city’s rev- 
enues, absent program cuts. 

At the end of the presentation, 
Mayor Judith Davis urged 
Greenbelters to get involved in 
the budget process — attend the 
worksessions and public hear- 
ings, phone or email council — 
let us know what you could do 
without, she said. 

If council approves McLaugh- 
lin’s proposed budget, the pro- 
jected $20.4 million revenues 
will slightly exceed the $20.2 
million in proposed expenditures. 
This difference will increase the 
city’s undesignated reserves, es- 
sentially the city’s cushion for 
emergencies. These fell to 3.4 
percent in the current fiscal year, 
a sharp drop from the 9.6 percent 
level they’d reached a year ear- 
lier. Even if this slight surplus 
materializes, however, the re- 
serves will reach just 4.4 percent, 
well below McLaughlin’s recom- 
mended level of 10 percent. 

Half of the city’s expenses are 
personnel-related, consisting of 
salaries, benefits and the like. 
Salaries typically increase 5 to 6 
percent per year, McLaughlin 
said. In the last four years, health 
insurance costs have increased an 
average of 16.5 percent per year.

In addition, the city has experi- 
enced increasing costs for em- 
ployee pensions, motor fuel, natu- 
ral gas and electricity. 

Revenues are not growing as 
rapidly. While the total assessed 
value of real property increased 
10.7 percent in FYO5 and is pro- 
jected to increase 8.6 percent in 
the coming year, without a tax 
increase total revenues would in- 
crease just 2.6 percent. With the 
proposed increases in taxes and 
fees, revenues will increase 7.1 
percent. While the city staff is 
hoping that a proposed reduction 
in the state property tax will off- 
set most of the increase in the 
city tax, passage of the state cut 
is not certain. 

McLaughlin said that the in- 
crease in assessed value plus the 
proposed tax increase would in- 
crease the taxes on an average 
single family house worth 
$203,500 by $254. In addition 
to the tax increase, McLaughlin 
proposes to increase employees’ 
share of health insurance costs to 
20 percent, up from 15 percent. 
Under his proposals refuse col- 
lection fees will also increase by 
$6 per year, the cost of a parking 
ticket by $15 (to $40) and the 
cost of an Aquatic and Fitness 
Center pass by 5 percent. 

On the expenditure side, 
McLaughlin proposes a 2.5 per- 
cent cost of living adjustment for 
city employees. Those eligible 
would also receive up to 3 per- 
cent of their salaries in perfor- 
mance-related increases. These 
increases are large enough, he 
said, that no employee will see a 
cut in pay due to having to pay 
a larger share of their health in- 
surance premiums. 

The city manager proposes to 
add two new employees. The 
first, a recreational coordinator, is 
needed to fulfill the city’s com- 
mitments under the proposed

playground agreement with city 
homeowners and cooperative as- 
sociations. The other, for the 
service coordinator program at 
Green Ridge House, will be fully 
funded by grants. 

Expanding Programs 

Although McLaughlin said that 
this position’s grant funding is 
likely to be maintained for the 
foreseeable future, the city’s pat- 
tern of expanding programs using 
limited time grants is one source 
of the city’s current problems. 
Most grants phase out over sev- 
eral years, leaving the city either 
to fully fund the position or pro- 
gram or to eliminate it. Community 
Oriented Policing grants, the mu- 
seum curator, the ACE Reading 
Club and the Assistance in Living 
Program all had their source in 
outside grants that have already 
ended or soon will end. 

During the upcoming budget 
year, county funding for the 
Strengthening Families Program 
and the Truancy Program is 
likely to end, McLaughlin said. 
Last year, despite a tight budget 
that necessitated a two cent tax 
increase, council added a police 
officer for Springhill Lake, a rec- 
reation coordinator, a community 
development inspector, a half-time 
crisis intervention counselor and 
expanded a half-time office asso- 
ciate position to full-time. 

The budget also anticipates 
significant progress on the long 
planned new facility for the Pub- 
lic Works Department, replace- 
ment of half the windows in the 
Community Center, construction 
of the city skate park and imple-

WMATA Derails Metroland 
Development Agreement

Although the proposed devel- 
opment agreement between the 
City of Greenbelt and Metroland 
Developers, LLC, et al., was 
placed on the agenda of the 
March 28 regular meeting of the 
Greenbelt City Council for con- 
sideration and final action, it 
looks like a “Subway” (the Wash- 
ington Metropolitan Area Transit 
Authority (WMATA) may be 
blocking the track. 

This news came from Green- 
belt’s Director of Planning and 
Community Development Celia 
Craze who- reported that 
WMATA “has raised objections 
to the proposed agreement... . 
They will not enter into an agree- 
ment,” she said. There are also 
“other parties,” she added, with 
either a contract interest or a 
monetary interest in the project. 

In spite of this potential snag, 
and, with the developers’ repre- 
sentatives in attendance at the 
meeting, Craze suggested that 
council use the time to go over 
the several changes that have 
been made to the draft agree- 
ment presented at the March 14 
meeting. Since then, city staff, 
the city attorney and representa- 
tives of the developers continued 
to review and amend the draft to 
include all necessary changes 
and to ensure that the document 
would be in proper and legally 


enforceable form for council ac- 
tion. 

Regarding the provisions 
listed in the previous 49-point 
draft agreement, Craze advised 
council that nearly all issues 
identified by council had been 
addressed in the latest version 
of a new draft, now dated 
March 25. A new Section 8 has 
been added by Metroland Devel- 
opers, LLC/Greenbelt Metropark 
(Metro-land) that relates to lim- 
ited city cooperation with the 
developers in any initiatives on 
their part to apply for Tax Incre- 
ment Financing and/or county- 
sponsored Special Taxing Dis- 
tricts, with the understanding 
that only county or state rev- 
enues but not city tax revenues, 
would be involved. 

The city attorney, city staff 
and the developer’s legal repre- 
sentatives also worked out addi- 
tional sections regarding condi- 
tions on potential legal chal- 
lenges, approvals or consents by 
the city or Metroland and mutual 
cooperation between the city and 
Metroland in regard to any fu- 
ture approvals obtained from the 
Prince George’s County Planning 
Board or the District Council 
concerning the conceptual and 
detailed site plans.

Reconsideration Approved 
For Greenbelt Station 


On March 17 the county 
Planning Board approved a hear- 
ing to consider the Request for 
Reconsideration of Greenbelt Sta- 
tion according to a memorandum 
by City Manager Michael P. 
McLaughlin. City Attorney Rob- 
ert Manzi, Norman Rivera, attor- 
ney for Greenbelt Station and 
Lawrence Taub, representing 
Quantum Companies (Beltway 
Plaza) each had a chance to 
speak. Taub argued that reconsid- 
eration was not allowed in this 
situation. There were a number of 
clarifying questions and there ap- 
peared to be some inclination to 
not grant the hearing. However, 
in the end, the request for recon- 
sideration was granted. According 
to the city staff, the matter has 
been tentatively scheduled for the 
Planning Board’s June 2 meeting. 
The city did not oppose Green- 
belt Station’s request. The city is 
close to reaching agreement with 
the developers of Greenbelt Sta- 
tion over how the land is devel- 
oped, the city rights to review 
plans and annexation into the city 
of the southern section, currently 
unincorporated land. 

In a February | letter, Norman 
D. Rivera, attorney for the devel- 
opers, argued that it was possible 
to reconsider these items if: “In 
furtherance of substantial public 
interest the Board finds that an 
error in reaching the original deci- 


sion was caused by fraud, sur- 
prise, mistake, inadvertence or 
other good cause.” For this 
project, to be built on the 
Greenbelt Metro Station property 
and adjacent property to the 
south on the east side of the 
CSX Railroad tracks, Rivera con- 
tended that there is legal author- 
ity for such reconsideration in 
the Planning Board Rules and by 
a previous court decision which 
found that a reversal of a prior 
ruling is possible where there has 
been a “mistake, inadvertence or 
some change in fact of law.’ 
Reversal 

The approvals by the Plan- 
ning Board and later by the 
Prince George’s County Council 
of the conceptual site plan and 
the preliminary plan of subdivi- 
sion for Greenbelt Station were 
reversed upon appeal of the City 
of Greenbelt by the Maryland 
Court of Special Appeals. That 
court reversed a decision of the 
lower Circuit Court for Prince 
George’s County upholding the 
county actions. The Court of 
Special Appeals ruled that under 
its own law the county is re- 
quired to make a finding that 
there are adequate roads to serve 
the new development either in 
place or set forth to be built in 
an officially approved plan.

Susie Hall Rescues 
Stranded Goose

A bird stuck in a tree at the 
Buddy Attick Lake Park? It is 
not April Fools Day but it sure 
sounds like a joke.

Renovation of the 
Old Greenbelt Theatre is also ex- 
pected to start during the budget 
year. 

With some pride, McLaughlin 
noted that “Greenbelt has long 
been known for providing a high 
level and quality of service to 
the community.” In his written 
comments in the budget book, 
McLaughlin notes that “Green- 
belt provides a number of ser- 
vices that no other area commu- 
nity provides and the community 
seems willing to continually con- 
sider additional ideas for ser- 
vices.” In his presentation, he 
said that “the key policy ques- 
tion that should drive budget 
and resource allocation decisions 
has to be what services are nec- 
essary and at what level are they 
to be provided.” 

Over the next two months, 
citizens will have numerous op- 
portunities in worksessions, pub- 
lic hearings and less formal con- 
tact to let council know their an- 
swer to this question. 


Beltway Plaza 

During his budget presenta- 
tion, McLaughlin noted that the 
AMC 6 Theaters at Beltway Plaza 
had closed in January and that 
the Sports Authority had vacated 
its space even before its lease 
expires in June. Council asked 
about rumors that the AMC 8 
Theaters would also be closing. 
Later in the meeting, Kap 
Kapistan of Quantum Manage- 
ment, owners of Beltway Plaza, 
said that the AMC 8’s lease runs 
out later this year. The theater 
has not yet revealed its plans. 
He said that Quantum believes 
the 20-year-old theaters need to 
be enhanced with theater seating 
and other amenities in order to 
be competitive and that more 
than eight screens are needed. 

In case AMC does not renew 
the lease, Quantum is exploring 
other options for an expanded 
theater operation in the same lo- 
cation. 

In addition, in April a new 
tenant, a junior department store, 
will move into the space previ- 
ously occupied by PetSmart.

WMATA’s Objections 

The developer’s representatives 
indicated agreement with all of the 
provisions and said they would 
sign it. It was clear however that 
the objections to the agreement by 
WMATA stood in the way. In the 
view of the developers, WMATA 
is strongly opposed to the “‘reduc- 
tions in density” it feels are inher- 
ent in the draft agreement and also 
objects to the site plan approval 
provided to the city in the agree- 
ment. 

Also noted as a concern of 
WMATA was the potential for the 
city to be involved with “signage” 
on the Metro station itself. At 
the developers’ request, the city 
agreed to postpone action on the 
agreement until they have an op- 
portunity to discuss the agree- 
ment with WMATA during the 
next few weeks. 

Recreation Facilities 

Councilmember Rodney Rob- 
erts reiterated his concerns with the 
lack of specific language in the 
agreement regarding provision of 
active recreation facilities, includ- 
ing ballfields. In response to 
Roberts, Craze indicated that staff 
was continuing to look for oppor- 
tunities in that area and will be 
trying to leverage the combined 
resources of Metroland and 
Springhill Lake owners in achiev- 
ing the goals he was striving for. 

Roberts said he was “looking 
for the developer to step up to the 
plate and, unless the recreational 
facilities were addressed, he will 
not approve the agreement.” 

Also weighing in on the dis- 
cussion of the draft agreement, 
the Citizens to Conserve and Re- 
store Indian Creek (CCRIC) ex- 


pressed their preliminary support 
for the draft agreement (March 14 
version) and were particularly 
pleased with the provision for the 
annexation of the South Core by 
the city and the provision of de- 
veloper contributions for addi- 
tional police officers. CCRIC re- 
iterated its preference for a Metro 
station platform at Greenbelt 
Road to serve the South Core de- 
velopment even though this was 
not part of the draft agreement 
and would depend on a decision 
by WMATA. 

Although CCRIC was pleased 
that its concept for an interpretive 
nature center on or near the pres- 
ervation areas was included, its 
members discourage the building 
of paths, trails or other recre- 
ational uses along the undis- 
turbed areas of Indian Creek and 
called for more dedication of 
open spaces in the South Core for 
recreation facilities. CCRIC rep- 
resentatives also asked that they 
be involved in planning of low 
impact development practices and 
the selection of plantings for the 
development. 

Quantum Concerns 

Kap Kapistan of Quantum 
Companies, owner/managers of 
the Beltway Plaza shopping mall, 
noted that the outline of develop- 
ment contained in the draft agree- 
ment is much improved. But 
Beltway Plaza remains concerned 
with the reliance upon a deficient 
market study for the develop- 
ment. Mayor Judith Davis re- 
minded Kapistan that those con- 
cerns should be worked out be- 
tween his organization and the 
developers.

However, the approval for 
Metroland was contingent on 
such roads being in place at a 
later date. Most significantly 
needed to serve the property and 
not yet officially included within 
any plan are ramps to be built 
from the Capital Beltway I-95 to 
the property for traffic coming 
from and going to the east. 
Instead of restarting from 
scratch, as city officials ex- 
pected, Rivera proposed recon- 


sidering the previous approvals 
and amending them to correct 
the deficiency about building 
roads. He has proposed on be- 
half of the applicant to covenant 
the real estate of both the North 
Core (the property upon which 
the Greenbelt Metro Station and 
its parking facilities are built) and 
South Core (former A. H. Smith 
tract) to assure the construction 
of required off-site improvements.

Craig Scholarship 
For ERHS Senior 


The David Craig Memorial 
Scholarship Fund was incorpo- 
rated in February 1986 to per- 
petuate the memory and spirit of 
David R.S. Craig and the values 
he cherished. Craig died in a 
truck/train accident while he was 
in high school. He lived on 
Maplewood Court and was an 
outstanding tennis player. Each 
year an Eleanor Roosevelt High 
School senior is awarded a Craig 
scholarship for tuition assistance 
in continuing higher education. 
The award recipient is recog- 
nized for his/her average to 
above average academic standing 
with greater emphasis given to 
those qualities that Craig pos- 
sessed: active involvement in the 
religious community, leadership 
in the civic community and par- 
ticipation in individual and team 
sports. 

Applicants must be Prince 
George’s County residents en- 
rolled at Eleanor Roosevelt High 
School who have applied for ad- 
mission to an accredited college. 
The recipient will be a well- 
rounded student who plays an 
active role in their place of wor- 
ship, community, school and 
sports activities. To be the re- 
cipient, the student does not 
have to be outstanding in all ar- 
eas but must demonstrate an ef- 
fort to be well rounded and do 
the best he/she can. 

The value of the scholarship 
awarded will be $8,000 ($2,000 
yearly for four years).

Council Tackles a Number 
Of Items on March 28

At its March 28 regular meet- 
ing, the Greenbelt City Council: 

e Received a petition from 
Germaine Timmermans of Belle 
Point asking for the city’s assis- 
tance in obtaining an organic re- 
cycling program (yard waste 
composting) for the residents of 
Belle Point. Council referred the 
issue to city staff for consider- 
ation. 

e Passed a resolution under 
suspension of the rules (permit- 
ting introduction and passage at 
the same meeting) that would al- 
low the city manager to pur- 
chase electricity through the Bal- 
timore-Washington Chamber of 
Commerce Electricity Coopera- 
tive Purchasing Program, which 
the city staff hopes will stabilize 
the city’s electricity costs. 

e Accepted the resignation of 
Laura Cain from the Park and 
Recreation Advisory Board and 
appointed Shawn Burke-Storer to 
the Arts Advisory Board and 
David West to the Senior Citizens 
Advisory Board. 

e Received an update from 
Assistant City Manager David 
Moran, who reported that a bill 


that would give additional plan- 
ning and zoning authority to 
municipalities had passed the 
Maryland House of Delegates 
125 to 1. Although the Senate 
had yet to act on the bill, Moran 
noted that in past years the bill 
has not even made it out of 
committee. Mayor Judith Davis 
pointed out that this bill would 
not give Greenbelt the full plan- 
ning and zoning authority it 
wants but would rather provide 
cities with some jurisdiction 
Over issues such as landscaping 
and detailed site plans. Accord- 
ing to the General Assembly 
website, a Senate hearing was 
scheduled for April 7. 

e Received a reminder from 
Councilmember Konrad Herling 
that Greenbelt will celebrate 
Earth Day on April 16 from 10 
a.m. to noon at Buddy Attick 
Park. 

e Unanimously approved a 
contract with NZI Construction 
Corporation for resurfacing 
Lakecrest Drive, Prince James 
Way and a portion of Springhill 
Drive for a cost not to exceed 
$196,000.

From March 19 to April 1 the 
GVED responded to a total of 74 
engine and 65 ambulance calls. 
Among those calls were 22 re- 
ports of smoke or fire, six car 
fires, three gas leaks, 26 motor 
vehicle accidents and 50 medical 
calls. 


Daylight Saving 
What do Daylight Saving 
Time and smoke detectors have 
in common? Change the clock, 
change smoke detector batteries. 


It is recommended that people 
change batteries in smoke detec- 
tors twice a year. As clocks 
change twice a year, it is a 
good reminder to also service 
smoke detectors at this time. 
This is also a good time to 
make sure there are an adequate 
number of smoke detectors in 
the home. There should be one 
on every level of the house (in- 
cluding the basement) as well as 
inside and outside each sleeping 
area. Install them in the best 
location by following the direc- 
tions on the package. Visit 
www.ntpa.org for further informa- 
tion. 

Smoke detectors are now 
available with the option of an 
included carbon monoxide (CO) 
monitor. This provides addi- 


tional protection to home and 
family from a deadly gas by 
giving warning before the CO 
levels in the home become too 
high. CO usually comes from 
faulty heating appliances but 
may also come from fireplaces 
or cars running in attached ga- 
rages. It cannot be seen, tasted 
or smelled, so the only way to 
detect a CO problem is to have 
a CO alarm. 

If a smoke or CO alarm 
sounds, get everyone outside, 
then call 911. 

Don’t forget: change the bat- 
teries in smoke/CO detectors 
this week and test them regu- 
larly.

Police to Step Up DUI Enforcement 


“If you choose to drink and 
drive, you will be stopped and 
you will be arrested,” is the mes- 
sage that the Greenbelt police 
are telling motorists. The police 
department is working under a 
program entitled “100 in 2005,” 
a proactive approach to DUI en- 
forcement in the city of 
Greenbelt. 

The purpose of the “100 in 
2005” campaign is to encourage 
officers to step up DUI enforce- 
ment with the goal of making at 
least 100 arrests of motorists who 
choose to drink and drive in the 
year 2005. The program is sup- 
ported by the Maryland High- 
way Safety Office, which is pro- 
viding funding for enforcement 


as well as training. Police are 
working overtime saturation pa- 
trols as well as sobriety check- 
points. They are also being 
given the opportunity to expand 
on their training in DUI enforce- 
ment by taking advanced courses 
such as “DUI In-Service” and 
“Catch’em if you Can” training. 
Two Greenbelt officers recently 
attended a three-day DUI summit 
in Virginia Beach. 

The program started in Octo- 
ber 2004 and runs to October 
2005 to reflect Maryland’s fiscal 
year. So far this year the 
Greenbelt Police Department has 
made 48 arrests compared to 33 
arrests during the same time pe- 
riod last year.

City of Greenbelt 


COMMUNITY MEDIATION BOARD 
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Representatives of Park 
Meet with City Council

At a worksession on March 
30, the Greenbelt City Council 
met with representatives of 
Greenbelt Park to discuss rela- 
tions and interactions between 
the city and the park. Greenbelt 
Park lies within the city limits of 
Greenbelt. 

The park was represented by 
Gayle Hazelwood, superintendent 
of National Capital Parks-East; 
Frederick Cunningham, park 
manager and Major Horsey, act- 
ing supervisory park ranger. 

Greenbelt Mayor Judith Davis 
asked about a rumor that the 
park was. closing down. 
Hazelwood said emphatically 
that there was absolutely no ba- 
sis for the rumor. She said one 
of her jobs is to inform the pub- 
lic about national parks in the 
Washington area and also to get 
park staff into schools to tell 
about the parks and their activi- 
ties. 

Cunningham said there are 
174 camp sites in the park and 
that a reservation system starts 
on Memorial Day. There are no 
electrical hookups, however, for 
campers. Camp sites cost $14 
per day (with a maximum of 14 
days). 

The park takes in about 
$68,000 per year, he said. Of 
this, 80 percent stays in the park 
for upkeep, repairs and bathroom 
care and maintenance. No direct 
bus service is available at the 
park but one can walk about a 
half mile through the woods to a 
bus stop on Good Luck Road, 


though he emphasized there is 
no lighting for the path. 

Cunningham said there were a 
lot of bridges on the trails that 
are out but the park has neither 
funds nor personnel to keep up 
with this problem. 

He said volunteers are badly 
needed for the work, especially 
people with engineering and 
construction experience. 

Davis asked about reports that 
homeless people were living in 
the deeper parts of the park. 
Cunningham said this appears to 
be true and while this seems to 
be a “problem” in many public 
areas, he has no authority to 
deal with it other than policing. 

Horsey said they have a new 
program that entails adopting lo- 
cal schools and the Adult Day 
Care Center and visiting them on 
a regular basis. Only four rang- 
ers are available for such visits, 
however, he said. 

Area students come to the 
park for their community service 
requirements. Youth offenders for 
nonviolent crimes also come to 
work on the trails. The city can 
and should refer youth offenders 
to the park. 

Davis said the city welcomes 
the park’s continuing participa- 
tion in the parade and folk dem- 
onstrations at the fall festival. 
Greenbelt Access Television and 
the theater are available for pub- 
licizing programs and the News 
Review publishes information of 
park activities on the Commu- 
nity Events page.

Greenbelt Museum Hosts 
Sneak Preview on FDR

On Tuesday, April 12 at 
7:30 p.m., the Greenbelt 
Museum, The History | 
Channel and Comcast will 
host a free preview screen- 
ing of the History Channel 
documentary “FDR: A 
Presidency Revealed” at the | 
Greenbelt Theater. This 85- 
minute sneak preview will 
feature rare footage, photo- 
graphs and oral histories 
from private collections that 
reveal the private side of 
Franklin Delano Roosevelt’s presi- 
dency. The film draws upon oral 
histories from Eleanor Roosevelt 
and the recently released diary 
and voice recordings of FDR’s 
cousin Daisy Suckley who cared 
for him before his death. 

The Greenbelt Museum be- 
came involved with this produc- 
tion last fall when the film’s pro- 
ducers sought an authentic 1930s 
location to shoot some footage. 
The museum’s historic house pro- 
vided the ideal backdrop for 
scenes illustrating FDR’s “Fireside 
Chats.’ During the 1930s Ameri- 
can families gathered in their 
homes to listen to President 
Roosevelt on the radio. In these 
informal speeches he regularly 
addressed issues of concern to 
Americans during the unstable 
times of the Great Depression. 

The film crew managed to 
stage three separate scenes in the 
house at 10-B Crescent Road, 
making it appear to be three dif- 
ferent homes. Museum curators 
Katie Scott-Childress and Jill St. 
John dressed in period costumes, 
along with the Scott-Childress 
family and the family of one of 
the producers and pretended to 
listen to FDR on the radio. The 
resulting footage appears in the 
first hour of the broadcast version 
of the FDR film and in an abbre- 
viated form in the sneak preview.

“View from Ridge Road” 
Leads Way in New Book

Christina 
O’Boyle’s column, 
“The View from 
Ridge Road,” ran 
in the Greenbelt 
News Review in the 
1990s. After she 
moved with hus- 
band John and their 
two young children 
to Severna Park, the 
local weekly there 
has carried her by- 





gredients sitting in 
the cart remind me 
of how effortlessly 
my mother seemed 
to produce magic 
from the same in- 
gredients.” 
Another “little 
taste of lightheart- 
edness” comes 
when she looks up 
“while putting out 
the trash on a cold 








line. Now she’s 

published “looking for light- 
heartedness,” available at the Co- 
op grocery store, the Greenbelt 
Museum gift shop, Barnes and 
Noble.com and Amazon.com. 

The paperback, with family 
photos in color on the cover, “is 
a collection of favorite columns 
in which I share the stories spill- 
ing from my life. 

“Stories that were written with 
the hope I could somehow lift 
up others who felt frazzled and 
might be questioning their efforts 
to just get through the day, wish- 
ing they could feel lighthearted.” 
O’Boyle takes on this challenge 
in almost four dozen brief selec- 
tions, tucked into a dozen sec- 
tions. A ready sprinkling of 
black and white photographs, 
most by the author, add more 
down-hominess. 

This is a thoughtful, caring 
look at hfe — and beyond. A 
grandmother died last year at 
103: “I can’t put this book in her 
hands but I can dwell in the 
memory of reading these stories 
to her. And when I do, I sense 
her at my elbow, enthusiastically 
happy for me. Those I’ve lost 
and those I’ve been given, make 
me squeeze the ones I have.” 

Twenty-five years ago newly- 
married Christina and John 
O’Boyle bought a townhouse be- 
tween Plateau Place and what is 
now Greenbelt Elementary 
School, “tore down walls, put up 
glass and let the woods in.” 
(Most Greenbelters, she avers, 
live closely with trees.) A signa- 
ture turret became Christina’s 
writing retreat. 

“When Michael and Kahly 
were babies and needed me con- 
stantly,” she writes, “I thought 
they would never grow up.” 
Then Michael — the older one — 
solos on his two-wheeler. “An 
unforgettable feeling: being on a 
bike. A body slicing through air 
quickly. Heart soaring way up 
there. A mother left standing on 
a cracked sidewalk, proudly 
watching her child grow.” 

Frustrations surface. At one 
year’s end Christina feels a mi- 
graine coming on: the season 
“magic 1s nowhere to be seen.” 
Stuck in line at the grocery 
store, she is thrown off by “the 
overplayed Christmas music, the 
crying babies and the impatient 
customers.” But “the cookie in- 


starlit night. The 
Stars twinkle, reminding me of 
mysteries I felt as a child.” 

Meanwhile, dare she ask for 
“intangible gifts,” like praise for 
her husband at work, “good 
health for a sick cousin, love re- 
turning to a friend’s marriage’? 
Christina concludes, “Go after 
the attainable. Enjoy what can 
be put in your hands. I let my 
longings fly away on the wings 
of prayers and well-fed birds and 
watch the woods fill up with 
snow.” 

Even a tribute to the former 
Ben Franklin store in Roosevelt 
Center (and disappeared five- 
and-dime stores elsewhere) ends 
on a heartfelt note: “I bought my 
first kitchen curtains there. What 
began as an innocent shopping 
experience ended up as a love 
affair. One that I carry in my 
heart, long after it’s over.” 

She reacts to a first GHI meet- 
ing: “What participation! Such 
convictions! The turnout! It re- 
minded me of the town meetings 
I'd been to [in] Vermont... .” 
After a walk in the snow with 
dog Chessie: “I know these 
woods are designated ‘Parcel 3’ 
and are owned by the city. 
They’re everyone’s belt of green. 
But when I’m in them, they’re 
mine.’ And in a mini-essay on 
neighborliness: ““That’s the thing 
about living in a row of 
townhouses. We are connected.” 

Husband John’s pull toward 
the water lands the family in 
Severna Park. They get busy re- 
doing their split-level rambler 
even as Christina finds herself in 
“the thick of it, the rich 
buttercream benefits of life in a 
close-knit community.” 

The joys, and pitfalls, of 
camping, cooking and computers 
get raked over. At the end — 
surprise — we learn that with and 
without children, Christina and 
John O’Boyle have visited New 
York City annually for more than 
20 years: “We find the skyscrap- 
ers, people and noise invigorat- 
ing.” Then comes 9/11. “And 
yet it’s now, after the devastation 
that I especially want to be there 
— to share in what New Yorkers 
are going through. ... What I 
have discovered from my own 
modest experience is that death 
offers the living a new under- 
standing of life — or the poten- 
tial to understand."
